S.O. 379(E),--In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the 
Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), the Central Government 
jhcreby makes the following amendment in the Open General Licence No. 3|90 
d^ted the 30th March, 1990, published under the notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India, in the Ministry of Commerce No. S. O. 282(E) dated the 30th 
J^arch, 1990, namely :— 

In the said Open General Licence, in condition number (4) in the open¬ 
ing portion beginning with the words “The Computer M^tenaijce Cprporation 
I^itpd” and ending with the words “being maintained by them.” ffte following 
shall be substituted, namely ;— 

"The Computer Maintenance Corporation Limited (CMC) shall be eli¬ 
gible to import spares (permis.sible and restricted), tools, consum¬ 
ables and technical training material, testing equipment as also 
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second-hand and reconditioned spares, within the overall value of 
5 per cent of the c.i.f. value of the imported computer systems 
being maintained by them, on the basis of release of foreign ex¬ 
change by the Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic 
Affairs)."
